Applicant's amendment of 3-27-08 has been fully considered. The cancellation of claims 
1-15, 18 and 20-22 have overcome the previous rejections of 1 1 2/ 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs. Thus, 
said rejections are now withdrawn. 

Claims 1-15, 18 and 20-22 are cancelled. 

Claims 23-31 have been added. 

Claims 16, 17, 19 and 23-31 are pending, and allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention is 
drawn to species of substituted (2,3-methylenedioxypyrid-4-ylamino)-quinazoline. The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest such a core and/or a combination of substituents at the 5- and 
7-position.
